Hasten/ who served on the House committee 
that investigated the CIA in the mid-1970s, said he 
would favor a single joint committee modeled on 
the Atomic Energy Committee to oversee the work

Hasten said the election had delivered a clear 
message that the country wanted “the strongest 
possible CIA“ as part of a stronger national de- 
fen^,. and he said there ;was no conflict between 
thi^-jgoal and the preservation of civil liberties. 

At a press conference irr*his Fox Point campaign 
headquarters, Hasten praised his vanquished ad- 
versary, Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D-Wis.), as “a true 
giant in the state of Wisconsin." He said Nelson’s 
integrity and skill were a credit to the state. 

Hasten defeated Nelson in Tuesday’s election 
1,101,669 to 1,061,899. 
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He said the key to his upset victory was his abil- | 

ity to cut into the traditional Democratic vote, par- j 
ticularly in the 4th Congressional District. He said 
he had needed 42% or 43% of the Milwaukee 
County vote and got about 45%. % 

“I don’t feel the e!(^tion was a defeat, in a way, 
for Gaylord Nelson,” he said. “It was a victory for 
Bob Hasten. . . . The people voted for a change.” ; 

He. said abortion and other “traditional family 
value issues were, nowhere near as important” as 
economic issues in the campaign. What the elec- ' 
tion showed, ia Wisconsin and the nation, he con- 
tinued, was the strong desire for less government 


intervention and less government 
^spending.
